Lighter, Larger 
Golf Balls to Be 
Used Next Year 


By the Associated Presse. 

NEW YORK, May 10.—A new 
golf ball, lighter and larger and 
described by the United States Golf 
Association as being much easier 
to hit, will go into country-wide 
use on Jan. 1, 1931. 

Five years of experimenting 


have resulted in the development 
of an “improved” ball, 1.68 inches 
in diameter and 1.55 ounces in 
weight, the association announces 
The present standard ball is 1.62 


inches in diameter 


1.62 ounces. 


The advantages of the new ball, 
as the association sees them, are 
that it provides for the average 
golfer an easier bail for Play in 
all departments of the game. 


“Actual play with the new ball.” 
said Prescott §. Bush, secretary of 
the U. § . A. “has demonstrated 
that its increased size makes it 
easy to hit ahd that it lies bette: 
under all conditions. For the ex- 
tremely long hitters there is a 
slight reduction in yardage, while 
the approaching and putting qual. 
ities are proved to be far superior 
to that of the ball now in use.” 


Adoption of the new ball may 
involve difficulties in internation- 
al play. The Royal and Ancient 
Golf Club of St. Andrews, ruling 


and weichs 


power of British golf, recently de- 
clined to tamper with the ball as 
it now is made. With different 
balls in use here and abroad ii 
will be necessary for the two soit 
ruling bodies to decide which shail 
be used in international play. 


In reaching its decision to change 
the size and weight of the pellet, 
the U. S. G. A. announced it had 
the backing of the leading players 
and the manufacturers, 


Herbert Jacques. chairman of 
the U. S&S. G. A.’s implements and 
ball committee, said tests had 
proved that drives of 240 to 250 
yards would be reduced about six 
yards by use of the new ball. Two 
yards of that loss will be on the 
carry and the other four on the 
roll. This loss, however, is more 
than made up by increased effi- 


ciency with irons and putters, Jac- 
ques maintained. He summed up 
its advantages by saying that it ts 
easier to hit, rides higher out of 
the rough, is better controlled,

This outficw of dollars has an 
ndverse effect upon the value 
abroad of the Russian ruble, which 
is based, to a considerable extent, 
on the American currency circulat- 
ing the Soviet republics. In weak- 
ening the value of Russian monty 
abroad, it also leads toward finan- 
cial entanglements in Russia. 


One result is that the Soviet Gov- 
ernment must limit the granting 
of concessions to foreign firma, 
even against its will and industrial 
interests, because the more foreign 
concessions are granted the more

It is because this is so that the 
Soviet Government is now consid- 
ering its own citizens to enter Rus- 
sian industry as concessionaires.

“Nep” policy which allowed private 
trading to everybody in the country 
and gave rise to the asseftion that 
the Soviet Government had aban- 
agoned the cardinal principle of : 
Communism. It means, however, | 
that the Government is inclined to | 
allow private trading on certain | 
conditions; firstly, that the bic | 
capital be invested; secondly, that 
concessions granted be under gov- 
ernment control similar to that ex- 
ercised over foreign concession- 
aires, and, thirdly, that no wealth 
be transferred abroad, since the 
concessionaires would remain Ru3- 
sian subjects.

The most fastidious epicure will 
rejoice when he hears roast beef 
and Yorkshire pudding are sched- 
uled on the Sunday dinner menu. 

toast beef when properly 
cooked appeals to almost everyone. 

If these drections are followed 
the finished article will be tender 
and appetizing: 

Sear meat in a hot oven for 35 
to 40 minutes or until golden colér 
all over. Reduce heat, allowing 20 
minutes for each pound of meat; 
that is, a five-pound roast would 
require 1 hour and 40 minutes aft- 
er the searing has been done. 

Baste the last 
two cups of hot water and one 
and one-half teaspoons salt. Serve 
with Yorkshire pudding. 

Yorkshire pudding is made with 


one cup flour, one-fourth teaspoon 


salt, one cup milk and two eggs. 

Mix flour and salt; add milk 
gradualiy to form a smooth paste;

Bake 20 minutes in a hot oven, 
basting after well risen with some 
f the fat from pan in which meat 
is roasting.
